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Confessions of a Lion Snatcher

In the spring semester of 1964, my friends and I 
noticed a concrete lion sitting on a ledge outside the 
gymnasium at Tennessee Temple University. It seemed 
to us that someone had snatched it from some yard 

in Chattanooga and placed it there as a prank. Since 
Tennessee Temple was known as the Crusaders and 
Bryan College was known as the Lions, my friends 
and I decided to relocate that lion to Bryan College. 


We were all freshmen, and therefore, we were not 
allowed to have automobiles on campus, but I had 

a friend visiting from Michigan in his 1963 Chevy 
Impala Super Sport. We left Bryan in the middle of 
the night having snuck out of the dorms, drove to 
Chattanooga, popped that 400-pound concrete lion in 
the trunk, and drove back to campus. 


One rule of thumb to note whenever pulling off a 
prank is that someone is always watching. Even at 
Áam, a student at Tennessee Temple got our license 
number; since it was a Michigan tag, it was easy 

for the Dean of Students to catch us. The president 
wanted to expel all four of us, but the Dean of 
Students, bless his heart, talked him out of that 
punishment. We were instructed to go to Tennessee 
Temple and speak with the Dean there to confess 
and ask forgiveness. However, we decided to talk 
them into making that lion a trophy to be awarded 
to the winner of the Bryan College/Tennessee Temple 
basketball game every year. He bought the idea! We 
did it, and that year Bryan won the basketball game. 


We kept the lion on a planter ledge in the Lion's 

Den, which at that time was in the basement of the 
Administration building (now Mercer Hall). Within 
two weeks, some enterprising students from Tennessee 
Temple broke into the Lions Den through the 
window, left money on the ledge for the window, 
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STONE LION 


and carried the concrete lion out through the upstairs 
entrance past the sleeping night watchman. 


Later that year, we decided to go get the lion again. 
This time, we did it on a Saturday afternoon in broad 
daylight. I'll never forget the look on the face of some 
poor female freshman student who was licking an 

ice cream cone as she crossed the street and watched 
us load that lion back in that same car. This time 

we didn’t take any chances; we got away with it. 
When we returned to Dayton, we buried the lion in 
Chickamauga Lake because the water had receded, 
and we knew that it would not be found. Little did 
we know that all of our landmarks for the location of 
the lion would be bulldozed that summer. But that’s a 
story for another time.

Highlighting Rhonda Jackson '77 


"It just proves who He can be when we get out of the 
way" says Rhonda Jackson '77 about saying yes to 

God when He told her to move to Honduras. When 
Rhonda was a student at Bryan, she did not know what 
she wanted to do with her life. She changed her major 
seven times, and when 
she finally settled on 
Christian Education, she 
was still unsure how she 
would use her degree. 
Following graduation, 
Rhonda moved to Texas 
and began working as 

a housemother in a 
childrens home. She 
later moved to Georgia, 
where she joined a C C 

church that sent a 

yearly missions trip to 

Honduras. Though Rhonda didn’t know it, God was 
preparing her for ministry in Honduras. Reflecting on her 
journey now, Rhonda can see how God led her every step 
of the way: “You look back and go, how far back did You 
plan this?" 


In 1998, Rhonda joined her church’s Honduras trip at 

the urging of her pastor. Over the course of the eight day 
trip, she fell in love with the Honduran people and knew 
God was calling her to return. She moved to Honduras in 
September 1999 with no knowledge of Spanish and little 


idea what her ministry would look like. 


During her early years in Honduras, Rhonda learned 
Spanish and integrated herself into the culture. She 
became burdened to change the future of the Honduran 
mountain villages by reaching children through the 

love of Christ. She knew God was calling her to open 

a childrens home but did not know where to begin. 
Making it abundantly clear this was the ministry Rhonda 
was called to, God began providing land, building

materials, and construction workers, and Destino del 
Reino (Destiny of the Kingdom) Children’s Home 
soon opened its doors. A school and church have since 
been added to the property, and Destino del Reino 


ministers to hundreds of people every week. 


| Rhonda is quick to 
emphasize that the 
ministry is not her own: 
"Im just on a ride with 

| the Lord.” Through her 
| work in both the United 
| States and Honduras, 
Rhonda has cared 


for sixty-six children, 


— $— and she currently has 


9 twenty-six kids living 


with her. They call her 

“Tia? (aunt). Rhonda 
does not receive monthly support from churches, 
instead relying on the faithfulness of God to provide 
what is needed. She can tell numerous stories of God’s 
provision, from the provision of electricity and water 
in miraculous ways to protection from dangerous 


situations and healing from injuries. 


Bryan College is honored to have a growing 
relationship with Rhonda and Destino del Reino. 
Seven of the children Rhonda raised currently attend 
Bryan College. Coach Jeremy Davidson has taken 
members of the soccer team down to Honduras 

twice to minister through soccer. Junior Kyla Phillips 
has been serving at Destino del Reino this summer 
through the Acts Project. Rhonda has talked with our 
Education department about the possibility of Bryan 
students doing their student teaching at the school. 
Through God’s strength, Rhonda has made a difference 
in the lives of hundreds of Hondurans, living out the 
Bryan College mission and lifting up Christ Above All. ll 
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1870 Torah Donated to Bryan 


Dedicated in 2023 Ceremony 


In April 2022, an anonymous donor gifted Bryan 
College a Torah Scroll scribed in Yemen circa 1870. 
The Torah, also known as the Pentateuch or the Five 
Books of Moses, consists of the foundational texts of 
the Jewish Bible (Tanakh): Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers, and Deuteronomy. These five books hold 
immense significance within Jewish tradition. 


The Torah Scroll is meticulously handwritten on 
authentic red Gvil Parchment, a type of parchment 
made from the whole hide, processed for writing on 
the hair-side only, and treated with a mixture of salt, 
flour, and mey afatzim (wasp residue/gall-nut water). 
It follows the code of law established by the renowned 
Moses Maimonides. 
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Comprised of 45 calf skins, the Torah Scroll spans 
approximately 73.5 feet in length. Its height averages 
20.25 inches, although it may vary from panel to 
panel. The parchment sections are skillfully sewn 
together using Giddin, a natural animal string crafted 
from the leg sinews of kosher animals. The text height, 
measuring 17 inches, ensures legibility. The layout 
consists of 51 lines per column, encompassing a total 
of 211 columns. 


The scroll is now on display on the second floor of the 
Livesay Learning Center. The display case, rollers, and 
yad (pointer) were contributed by Simply Bank, of 
Dayton, TN. We hope this display will help bring the 
history of the Bible to life for students, faculty, staff, 
and visitors. ill
